Matt Ebiner’s spectacular run gave him an 
easy Trail Race win and set a new record for the 
grueling course. His quick time of 57:50.0 beat 
out the 59.43.5 achieved by Steve Chase who has 
held the record since 1981. 

Ebiner, who is 25, entered the race with the 
idea of shattering the Chase record. He has hopes 
his record time in the Trail Race will qualify him 
for a $4000 expense paid trip to run this summer 
in the Creede Wilderness Run, located in southern 
Colorado near Durango. That race is a 23-mile 
course with an elevation of 8500 to 12,500 feet. 

Ebiner’s name will be added to the city’s 
perpetual trophy for the annual winners of the 
Trail Race. Both he and Chase are residents of West 
Covina as is Tom Cupp, who crossed the finish in

A search for David Del Campo, 15, of Arcadia, 
and Monica Taft, 16, Temple City, began Monday 
afternoon by both the Sierra Madre Police Dept, and 
Sierra Madre Search and Rescue Team in the Chan¬ 
try Flats area. The county sheriff’s posse joined the 
search late Monday, and at press time, no trace 
of the teenagers had been found. 

The News asked Larry Twedell, rescue team 
investigator, if there were any foul play involved 
and he answered, “At this point, no.” 

According to families of the two, they left Sun¬ 
day at 8 p.m. and must have had a ride to their 
destination. Twedell explains that where the ride 
took them is extremely important because it might 
lead searchers to the exact site of their camp. 

David is 5’11”, weighs 140 lbs., has hazel eyes 
and short brown hair. He was wearing Levis, tan 
shirt, possibly a white sweat shirt, also an army 
jacket with a fur collar. 

Monica is 5’7”, weighs 105 lbs. and has short 
blonde hair. She is probably carrying a bookbag. 
She is wearing faded blue Levis, a black blouse and 
yellow and black plaid flannel shirt. 

They are carrying with them about $27 worth of 
food, an army parka and are using a dome-type 
navy blue tent with gray trim. 

Twedell says that family members explained 
that the two are long-time friends and had often

Wailes wins chance 
to develop her property 


Sierra Madre Mayor Lisa Fowler made the 
motion that the City Council uphold the Planning 
Commission’s decision and grant the variance asked 
by Virginia Wailes for her property at 500 N. 
Michillinda. Part of the motion included making 
sure City Attorney Charles Martin passed on the 
decision and Councilman Clem Bartolai seconded 
the motion. 

Councilmen Bruce Crow and Andrew Roy 
Buchan voted “no” while the other three members 
supported the measure with “yes” votes. 

The project proposed divided the existing site 
into three isarcels, the two smaller ones to be 8099 
and 8030 sq. ft. in size respectfully. The entire 
site is 50,069 sq. ft. 

Don Wallace, son-in-law of Virginia Wailes, 
led the discussion for the family against a group 
of neighbors to the property. 

One of the problems neighbors alleged was 
the 16-ft. street access opening onto Michillinda 
and the possibile future impact. The two parcels 
proposed would open onto Gatewood. 

“We’re entitled to do the subdivision in the 
best interest of Sierra Madre and it’s been OKed 
by the Planning Commission,” Wallace said. 

Councilman Buchan reminded Wallace that the

cels and several people in the audience visibly 
squirmed to think that a development that size 
might be introduced. 

Neighbor Ken Russ pointed out inadequate fire 
protection and police protection through the 16- 
ft. access. He also pointed to what he called the 
“hodgepodge replacement contrary to the Sierra 
madre General Plan.” 

Frank Bletzaker echoed that statement and 
asked, “What does the future hold for that lot? 
What we’re concerned with is Pandora’s box, an 
ill-planned community.” 

Jackie Knowles cautioned the council, “If you 
pass the variance, you’re closing the door.” 

Councilman Clem Bartolai introduced the final 
summation, however, when he suggested the plan 
to be “the lesser of two evils — two lots there are 
locking themselves out of developing.” They took 
his lead and voted three to two to uphold the 
i;arlier Planning Commission decision. 

The council also decided to transfer 51% of 
the Community Development Block Grant money to 
Bell Gardens. With a need to expend $243,000 
before June 30, they opted to give away 51% 
of it and retain 49%, or about $122,000, to spend

Moaquitoaa can tranamit St. Louia on-

•yatom. Moat Infoctlona In humana aro 
mild In aovortty with hoadacho, favor and 
nauaoa. In moro aovoro caaoa, confuaion, 
paralyala. coma and ovon doath may oc¬ 
cur. 

Humana acquire tha diaoaaa only 
through tha bito of a moaquito which 
haa bocomo infoctod by biting birda car¬ 
rying tha virua. SLE cannot bo tranamittod 
directly from poraon to poraon or from 
birda to pooplo. 

Moaquito brooding, which raquiraa a 
water aourca, typically bagina In April and 
continuaa through Saptambar. Sourcoa In¬ 
clude atandlng water in buckata, plantara, 
old tiraa, eana, Jara and other contalnara. 
Ornamantal ponda and awlmmlng poola 
•hould ba maintained proparly and win¬ 
dow and door acraana ahould ba inatal- 
lad and maintained correctly to kaap moa¬ 
quitoaa outaida.” 

Raaidanta ahould alao protect tham- 
•alvaa by avoiding moaquito-infaatad 
araaa or, If they muat ba In those areas, 
by uaing inaact rapallanta and wearing 
protactiva clothing such as shirts with 
long alaavas and high collars and long 
pants, aapaclally at dusk and throughout 
tha avaning. 

As part of this season’s surveillance 
program, fiva sentinel chicken flocks have 
boon placed In various locations in the 
county. Tha specially-bred and banded 
birds are tested for the virus on a monthly 
basis as a monitoring tool. Other sur¬ 
veillance activities Include the collection 
and testing of adult mosquitoes and the 
testing of wild birds.

Watch out 
for rodents 

Springtime in Southern California 
brings warmer weather, lush vegetation 
and Increased rodent activity. 

Tha Los Angeles County Department 
of Health Services reminds the public to 
observe proper rodent control through pre¬ 
vention or correction of conditions that in¬ 
crease rodent populations. 

Vegetation, such as ivy and other 
dense foliage and ground covers, pro¬ 
vides harborage for rats. Fruit and nut 
bearing trees and shrubbery provide num¬ 
erous environmental food sources. 

The Vector Control Program of the 
Department of Health Services recom¬ 
mends some appropriate measures for 
controlling rodent harborage and food 
sources: thinning of lush vegetation, pro¬ 
per storage of food sources such as pet 
food and the disposal of garbage in ro¬ 
dent-proof metal containers with tight lids 
and storing firewood, lumber and similar 
Items 18 inches off the ground and 12 
Inches from wall surfaces. Traps are re¬ 
commended as an effective method of eli¬ 
minating rats. Poison is also an available 
tool, but care and precaution should be 
exercised in application. Label instruc¬ 
tion should always be followed. 

The Health Department is available to 
assist the public with investigation, edu¬ 
cation and. If necessary, a rat poison. 
Residents requiring information should 
contact their local health center or call the 
Vector Control Program at (213) 974-7859.

“The Hasty Heart” by John Patrick has won 
awards on Broadway, and was a memorable movie 
about 1950 with Richard Todd, Patricia Neal and 
Ronald Reagan. It is laid in a hospital in Burma 
and has the usual war story mix of types and per¬ 
sonalities: The American, the New Zealander, the 
Cockney, the Australian, the African, etc. In this 
one they are convalescing and fighting off boredom 
as best they may with the aid ot a pretty and com¬ 
petent “sister” nurse. 

Into their midst comes a dour Scot, a judgmen¬ 
tal loner very hard to like. Some remarkably 
sensitive Army doctor has sent him into this cheer¬ 
ful, if miscellaneous, ward because his one kidney 
is deteriorating, and in those pre-transplant days he 
is doomed. The patients are good hearted enough, 
but how can they possibly adjust to him enough 
to be helpful? 

It is a willy, insightful play, sometimes very 
funny. It also has a lot to say about the human 
condition; about the nature of goodness, of the 
limes when it is belter to receive than to give 
and about the meaning of dignity. It is ultimate¬ 
ly an upbeat story. 


In the La Canada Players production, the dif¬ 
ficult role of the Scot could hardly be better play¬ 
ed. Ian Warwick has done good things for the 
Players before, but this is his best. The outgoing 
Yank is well handled by Bob Lichliter and the truly 
empathetic nurse if Melanie Ewbank. 

Others, in a generally excellent cast are Frank 
Novak, Dennis Hungridge, Bill Burchette, Joseph 
Rubin and David Tedhams. Mark Gates does won¬ 
ders with a part that demands concentration since 
his lines consist of one repeated word. 

The set works remarkably well in the somewhat 
make-shift stage in the basement of the First Con¬ 
gregational Church at the corner of Los Robles 
and Walnut in Pasadena. Director Ira Farmer 
needs to tighten the timing a bit. He has worked 
for realism, laudibly enough, but sometimes real¬ 
ity is a bit slow for the audience. 

“The Hasty heart” plays on Friday and Satur¬ 
day at 8:15 p.m., until June 14 and has matinees 
at 2:30 on June 1 and 8. For information call
